Thousands, Hurt in Panic, Left 


Homeless When 400 Car- 
loads Explode at Monastic. 


Belgrade.—Four hundred 
carloads 


of ammunition and high explosives 
stored near the railroad station at 
Monastlr, southern Siberia, exploded, 
killing 
several 
hundred 
persons, 


wounding thousands and virtually de- 
stroying the heart of the city.

half of the city's population was ren-
